WASHINGTON - Condi¬ 
tions in California’s over¬ 
crowded prisons are so bad 
that they violate the Eighth 
Amendment’s ban on cruel 
and unusual punishment, the 
Supreme Court ruled Mon¬ 
day, ordering the state to re¬ 
duce its prison population by 
more than 30,000 inmates. 
Justice Anthony M. Kennedy, 
writing for the majority in a 
5-4 decision that broke along 
ideological lines, described 
a prison system that failed to 
deliver minimal care to pris¬ 
oners with serious medical 
and mental health problems 
and produced “needless suf¬ 
fering and death.” 

Justices Antonin Scalia and 
Samuel Alito filed vigorous 
dissents. 

Scalia called the order affirmed 
by the majority “perhaps the 
most radical injunction issued 
by a court in our nation’s his¬ 
tory.” Alito said “the majority 
is gambling with the safety of 
the people of California.” 

The majority opinion in¬ 
cluded photographs of in¬ 


mates crowded into open 
gymnasium-style rooms and 
what Kennedy described as 
“telephone-booth-sized cages 
without toilets” used to house 
suicidal inmates. Suicide rates 
in the state’s prisons, Kennedy 
wrote, have been 80-percent 
higher than the national aver¬ 
age. 

A lower court in the case said 
it was “an uncontested fact” 
that “an inmate in one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s prisons needlessly 


dies every six or seven days 
due to constitutional deficien¬ 
cies.” 

Monday’s ruling in the case 
affirmed an order by a spe¬ 
cial three-judge federal court 
requiring state officials to re¬ 
duce the prison population to 
110,000, which is 137.5 per¬ 
cent of the system’s capacity. 
There have been more than 
160,000 inmates in the system 
in recent years, and there are 
now more than 140,000. 


Prison release orders are rare 
and difficult to obtain, and 
even advocates for prisoners’ 
rights said Monday’s decision 
was unlikely to have a signifi¬ 
cant impact around the nation.

has ever worked, Obama made 
a familiar pilgrimage for a 
U.S. president: going back to 
his Irish roots. 

It was the emotional highlight 
of a 12-hour visit to Ireland by 


the president, as he kicks off 
a six-day tour of Europe that 
will also take him to Britain, 
France and Poland - and im¬ 
merse him in thorny issues 
like the military campaign in 
Libya and upheaval elsewhere 
in the Arab world. 

Obama’s itinerary is already 
under threat from an ash 
cloud spewed by an erupt¬ 
ing volcano in Iceland. To 
get ahead of the cloud, which 
is drifting over Scotland, the 
White House said the presi¬ 
dent would fly to London late 
Monday rather than stay over¬ 
night in Dublin. 

With fierce winds and sud¬ 
den downpours, Obama did 
not escape the weather. But he 
did get a breather from geo¬ 
politics, delivering a speech at 
the historic College Green at 
Trinity College in Dublin that 
celebrated the enduring bond 
between the Irish and Ameri¬ 
cans, one unblemished by rifts 
over peace negotiations or 


counterterrorism policy. 

“I’m Barack Obama, from the 
Moneygall Obamas,” he said 
to a fired-up crowd of 25,000. 
“And I’ve come home to find 
the apostrophe that we lost 
somewhere along the way.” 
After poking fun at the ques¬ 
tions back home about where 
he was bom, Obama told the 
story of his great-great-great 
grandfather, Fulmouth Kear¬ 
ney, a shoemaker’s son from 
Moneygall, who sailed for 
New York at the age of 19, 
later marrying a woman from 
Ohio. In going to Ireland’s bu¬ 
colic hinterland, Obama was 
retracing the steps of Presi¬ 
dents John F. Kennedy, Ron¬ 
ald Reagan and Bill Clinton. 
But this product of Kenya 
and Kansas learned of his 
Irish connection only in 2007, 
when a curious churchman 
looked up his mother’s fam¬ 
ily records. Those ancient pa¬ 
pers were shown to Obama on

JOPLIN, Missouri (AP) — 

Rescue crews dug through 
piles of splintered houses 
and crushed cars Monday in 
a search for victims of a half- 
mile-(kilometer-)wide tor¬ 
nado that blasted much of this 
Midwestern town off the map 
and slammed straight into its 
hospital. At least 116 people 
died, making it America’s 
deadliest single tornado in 
nearly 60 years and the sec¬ 
ond major tornado disaster in 
a month. An unknown num¬ 
ber of people were hurt. Au¬ 
thorities feared the toll could 
rise as the full scope of the 
destruction comes into view: 
House after house reduced to 
slabs, cars crushed like soda 
cans, shaken residents roam¬ 
ing streets in search of miss¬ 
ing family members. And the 
danger was by no means over. 
Fires from gas leaks burned 
across town, and more violent 


weather loomed, including the 
threat of hail, high winds and 
even more tornadoes. 

At daybreak, the city’s south 
side emerged from darkness 
as a barren, smoky wasteland. 
“I’ve never seen such devasta¬ 
tion — just block upon block 
upon block of homes just 
completely gone,” said former 
state legislator Gary Burton 
who showed up to help at a 
volunteer center at Missouri 
Southern State University. 

It was America’s deadliest 
tornado since a June 1953 
twister in Flint, Michigan, and 
authorities were prepared to 
find more bodies in the rubble 
throughout Joplin, a gritty, 
blue-collar town of 50,000 
people about 160 miles (257 
kilometers) south of Kansas 
City. 

Despite the grim outlook, 
Gov. Jay Nixon said he was 
“optimistic that there are still 
lives out there to be saved.” 
While many residents had 10 
to 17 minutes of warning, rain 


and hail may have drowned 
out the sirens. As rescuers 
toiled in the debris, a strong 
thunderstorm lashed the 
crippled city. Rescue crews 
had to move gingerly around 
downed power lines and jag¬ 
ged chunks of debris as they 
hunted for victims and hoped 


for survivors. Fires, gas fumes 
and unstable buildings posed 
constant threats. 

Teams of searchers fanned out 
in waves across several square 
miles. Many of the groups in¬ 
cluded specially trained dogs. 
The teams went door to door, 
making quick checks of prop¬ 


erty that in many places had 
been stripped to its founda¬ 
tions or had its walls collapse. 
National Weather Service Di¬ 
rector Jack Hayes said the 
storm was given a preliminary 
label as an EF4 — the second- 
highest rating given to twist¬ 
ers. Q 


Steady decline in major crime baffles experts

The number of violent crimes 
in the United States dropped 
significantly last year, to what 
appeared to be the lowest in 
nearly 40 years, a develop¬ 
ment that was considered 
puzzling partly because it 
ran counter to the prevailing 
expectation that crime would 
increase during a recession. 
In all regions, the country ap¬ 


pears to be safer. The odds 
of being murdered or robbed 
are now less than half of 
what they were in the early 
1990s, when U.S. violent 
crime peaked. Small towns, 
especially, are seeing far 
fewer murders: In cities with 
populations under 10,000, 
the number plunged by more 
than 25 percent last year. 

The news was not as positive 
in New York City, however. 


After leading a long decline 
in crime rates, the city saw 
increases in all four types of 
violent lawbreaking - mur¬ 
der, rape, robbery and ag¬ 
gravated assault - including 
a nearly 14 percent rise in 
murders. But data from the 
past few months suggest the 
city’s upward trend may have 
slowed or stopped. 
Criminology experts said 
they were surprised and im¬ 


pressed by the national num¬ 
bers, issued Monday by the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion and based on data from 
more than 13,000 law-en¬ 
forcement agencies. 

They said the decline nation¬ 
ally in the number of violent 
crimes, by 5.5 percent, raised 
the question, at least in some 
places, of to what extent 
crime could continue to fall 
- or at least fall at the same 


pace as the past two years. 
Violent crimes fell nearly 
the same amount in 2009. 
“Remarkable,” said James 
Alan Fox, a criminologist 
at Northeastern University. 
“Given the fact that we have 
had some healthy declines in 
recent years, I fully expected 
that the improvement would 
slow. There is only so much 
air you can squeeze out of a 
balloon.’Q

CA: ‘NO’ to 
shark fins

SACRAMENTO, Califor¬ 
nia (AP) — The California 
state Assembly came to the 
defense Monday of endan¬ 
gered sharks targeted by fish¬ 
ermen who amputate their 
fins, then toss the live sharks 
back into the ocean. The As¬ 
sembly approved a bill that 
bans the sale, trade or posses¬ 
sion of shark fins, a delicacy 
that costs hundreds of dollars 
a pound and is used to create 
a soup that is popular among 
some Asians. The bill passed 
63-8 with bipartisan support 
and opposition. Its author, As¬ 
semblyman Paul Fong, and 
other supporters say the sharks 
are mutilated and the practice 
puts them at risk of extinction, 
which would wreak havoc on 
underwater ecosystems. 
Assemblyman Jared Huff¬ 
man, who co-authored the 
bill, said shark populations 
have been on the decline for 
two decades. “The science 
is unambiguous: Sharks are 
in trouble,” he said. Finning 
is illegal in U.S. waters, but 
lawmakers can do nothing 
about the practice in interna¬ 
tional waters. Huffman said 
that’s why they went after the 
market for shark fins in Cali¬ 
fornia, which has the highest 
demand for shark fins out¬ 
side Asia. Some opponents 
said the legislation attacks 
cultural traditions and goes 
too far in dictating what Cali¬ 
fornians can eat. Others said 
the legislation doesn’t go far 
enough, because the rest of 
the shark can still legally be 
sold in California if its fins are 
removed. □ 


Tax cheats among recipients of stimulus money

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thousands 
of companies that cashed in on Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s economic stimulus 
package owed the government millions in 
unpaid taxes, congressional investigators 
have found. 

The Government Accountability Office, 
in a report being released Tuesday, said 
at least 3,700 government contractors 
and nonprofit organizations that received 
more than $24 billion from the stimulus 
effort owed $757 million in back taxes as 
of Sept. 30, 2009, the end of the budget 
year. The report said the tax delinquents 
accounted for nearly 6 percent of the 
63,000 contractors and grantees exam¬ 
ined, and it cautioned that the real num¬ 
ber might be higher because the known 
tax debt does not measure such factors as 


income underreporting. 

Among the examples was an engineering 
firm that received a $100,000 stimulus act 
contract but owed $6 million in taxes. The 
IRS called it “an extreme case of noncom¬ 
pliance.” A social services nonprofit that 
received more than $1 million in stimulus 
funds owed taxes of $2 million. 


The GAO referred those two cases 
and 13 others to the Internal Revenue 
Service, the country’s tax collectors, 
for further investigation. 


On Tuesday, a Senate Homeland Security 
and Governmental Affairs subcommittee 
will hold a hearing on the report. 

Federal law does not prohibit tax delin¬ 
quents from getting government contracts 
or grants, though there are provisions that 
enable the government to withhold pay¬ 


ments in some cases. While the federal 
government requires contractors to pres¬ 
ent documentation that their taxes are 
paid, some recipients escaped federal re¬ 
view because the money was disbursed at 
state or local levels. 

Democratic Sen. Carl Levin, chairman of 
the investigations subcommittee holding 
the hearing, said it has been known for 
years that a few federal contractors and 
grantees do not pay their taxes. 

He said a program to recover money 
from tax delinquents has been strength¬ 
ened, and “the executive branch has made 
it clear” that nonpayment of tax can be 
grounds for denying a specific contract 
or barring a contractor from bidding on 
any contract. He added that the execu¬ 
tive branch should “get on with it” and 
bar “the worst of the tax cheats from the 
contractor work force.’Q

Ramirez, of Los Angeles, was 
later booked for assault with a 
deadly weapon and was being 
held on $ 1 million bail, police 
said in a statement. 

An emotional Beck hailed the 
work of 20 full-time detec¬ 
tives who he said have pur¬ 
sued more than 630 leads in 
the case so far. 

The police chief choked back 
tears as he described getting a 
call at 7 a.m. Sunday from As¬ 
sistant Chief Earl Paysinger. 
“He said the words I’ve been 
waiting for for seven weeks. 


He said that we had Bryan’s 
assault suspect in custody,” 
Beck said. “This is a huge 
step.” 

Ramirez was among several 
people detained for question¬ 
ing after police served two 
search warrants, Los Angeles 
police Det. Jose Carillo said. 
Police said he was one of two 
suspects sought in the beat¬ 
ing, along with a woman who 
drove them from the scene. 
Beck did not know if Ramirez 
had hired an attorney. 

It was unclear why the others 
were detained, but police said 
in a statement that they antici¬ 
pate releasing everyone but 
Ramirez. □

Mexico-born Rafael Mora- 
Lopez, who lived for more 
than two decades in Alaska as 
Rafael Espinoza, said in court 
papers he will plead guilty to 
charges of passport fraud and 
false claim of U.S. citizenship. 
The documents filed Thursday 
say the real Rafael Espinoza is 
a legal U.S. citizen. Authori¬ 
ties say he also holds citizen¬ 
ship in another unspecified 


country. 

Mora-Lopez, 47, worked as a 
well-regarded police officer 
for six years until his arrest in 
April. 

He initially pleaded not guilty 
to passport fraud and has been 
out on bail under home con¬ 
finement and electronic moni¬ 
toring. 

He has declined to comment. 
His attorney, Allen Dayan, 
did not immediately respond 
Monday to a telephone call 
seeking comment. 

The court papers say Mora- 
Lopez’s wife, Margarita Cyn¬ 
thia Espinoza, had been a 
neighbor of the real Espinoza 
in Guadalajara, Mexico, in the 
1980s. 


But it’s not clear how the iden¬ 
tity was obtained, Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Frank Russo 
said. 

Mora-Lopez used Espinoza’s 
name, Social Security number 
and date of birth to apply for 
an Alaska driver’s license in 
June 1989, presenting a birth 
certificate and Social Security 
card as evidence of his iden¬ 
tity, the court papers say. 
Mora-Lopez repeatedly used 
the assumed identity to vote 
in local and national elections 
and receive over the years 
more than $27,000 in divi¬ 
dends issued to Alaska resi¬ 
dents out of investment profits 
from the Alaska Permanent 
Fund, the documents state. □

Woman accused of selling girrs virginity 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A Salt Lake City woman has 
been charged with offering her 11-year-old daughter’s vir¬ 
ginity to a man in exchange for $10,000. The woman was 
charged Monday in Utah’s 3rd District Court with two 
counts of aggravated sex abuse and two counts of sexual 
exploitation of a minor. KTVX Channel 4 reports that court 
documents claim she made the offer after the man asked 
about oral sex with the girl. Police say the woman and the 
daughter would model lingerie for the man. The offer was 
discovered by the woman’s boyfriend, who found multiple 
text messages discussing the proposal.The Associated Press 
is not naming the woman to avoid identifying the daughter. 
An attorney wasn’t listed for the woman, who was in jail 
Monday night.Q 

5 Muslim immigrants appeal convictions 

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Five Muslim immigrants con¬ 
victed of plotting a deadly strike at a New Jersey military 
base will challenge warrantless seizures enabled by anti-ter¬ 
rorism laws passed after the Sept. 11 attacks as their lawyers 
appeal their convictions Monday. The defense argues that du¬ 
bious FBI informants entrapped the young men and that their 
taped discussions amounted to little more than a religious 
debate about jihad, or holy war. They will also challenge the 
constitutionality of a provision of the 2001 Patriot Act used 
to seize video the defendants had brought to an electronics 
store for reformatting. 

The footage shows them firing assault weapons and scream¬ 
ing about jihad.□ 

NY conviction of tribal leader upheld 

NEW YORK (AP) — A once-powerful Afghan tribal lead¬ 
er who was tricked into coming to the United States by a 
promise of safe passage and then was arrested was properly 
convicted of drug charges that resulted in a life prison sen¬ 
tence, a federal appeals court ruled Monday. 

A three-judge panel of the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals in Manhattan said Bashir Noorzai, chief of the mil- 
lion-member Noorzai Tribe, was properly advised of his 
rights during 10 days of questioning by the FBI in a Man¬ 
hattan hotel before his April 2005 arrest on charges that he 
enabled $50 million of heroin to enter the United States. 
Noorzai, who was on a list of the world’s most wanted drug 
kingpins, was convicted in April 2009 of conspiracy to im¬ 
port heroin into the United States and to distribute it. An in¬ 
dictment accused Noorzai and his organization or providing 
weapons and manpower to the Taliban between 1990 and 
2004 in exchange for protection of his opium crops, heroin 
laboratories and drug transportation routes.□ 

Republican propose loodaidcul 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Majority Republicans in the U.S. 
House of Representatives are targeting domestic nutrition 
programs and international food assistance as they try to 
control spending in next year’s budget. 

In a bill released Monday, Republicans proposed cutting 
$832 million — 11 percent — from this year’s budget for 
the Women, Infants and Children program, which provides 
food for low-income mothers and children. 

The 2012 budget proposal for food and farm programs also 
would include a decrease of almost $457 million, or 23 per¬ 
cent, from international food assistance, mainly from the PL 
480 “Food for Peace” program.^

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) 
— Tim Pawlenty, a little 
known former Midwestern 
state governor, has officially 
joined the wide-open field of 
Republicans hoping to unseat 
President Barack Obama in 
next year’s election. 

Pawlenty, who isn’t well 
known nationally and ranks 
low in popularity polling, was 
making his first campaign ap¬ 
pearance Monday since an¬ 
nouncing his bid for the Re¬ 
publican nomination in an 
Internet video late Sunday. It 
came just hours after likely 
contender Indiana Gov. Mitch 
Daniels decided not to run. 
“President Obama’s policies 
have failed. But more than 
that, he won’t even tell us the 
truth about what it’s really go¬ 


ing to take to get out of the 
mess we’re in,” Pawlenty, a 
former governor of Minneso¬ 
ta, said. “I’m going to take a 
different approach. I am going 
to tell you the truth.” Daniels 
is the third prominent Repub¬ 
lican to announce this month 
that he will not run for presi¬ 
dent. Mike Huckabee, a for¬ 
mer governor, and real estate 
mogul Donald Trump have 
also said they won’t run. 

The setting for Pawlenty’s 
Monday appearance — one 
block away from the Iowa 
State Capitol — underscores 
how important Iowa’s lead- 
off presidential caucuses are 
to his candidacy as he tries 
to take advantage of Daniels’ 
absence to position himself 
as the principle challenger 


to Mitt Romney. The former 
Massachusetts governor lost 
his first bid in 2008 and again 
is seeking the nomination of 
a party that historically has 
nominated a candidate who 
had run previously. 

Though the U.S. economy is 
still showing signs of weak¬ 
ness, Obama is seen as hard to 
beat in November 2012. His 
approval ratings have bumped 
up since he announced the 
killing of Osama bin Laden. 
Other Republicans who are 
considered likely candidates 
include former Alaska Gov. 
Sarah Palin and U.S. Rep. Mi¬ 
chele Bachmann, both favor¬ 
ites of the tea party movement, 
and former Utah governor Jon 
Huntsman, who served as 
ambassador to China under 
Obama. Libertarian-leaning 
U.S. Rep. Ron Paul, who has 
a small but loyal following, 
has announced his bid for the 
party nomination as well. 

Pawlenty is trying to cast 
himself as a straight-talking 
Midwesterner, unafraid to 
consider drastic changes to 
sensitive spending programs 
in order to solve the nation’s 
fiscal problems. He plans to 
call for raising the retirement 
age for the federal Social Se¬ 
curity program for the elderly, 
a potentially explosive pro¬ 
posal. 

Pawlenty made his announce¬ 
ment in the state of Iowa, 
which holds the first nominat¬ 
ing caucuses borders his home 
state of Minnesota, which 
could provide an advantage.□

The Alaska attorney gen¬ 
eral’s office has said it’s in¬ 
vestigating Bailey’s use of 
the emails. Executive ethics 
laws bar former public offi¬ 
cials from using information 
acquired during their work 
for personal gain if the in¬ 
formation hasn’t been pub¬ 
licly disseminated. 

The state has yet to release 
thousands of emails that 
Palin sent and received dur¬ 
ing her 2 1/2 years as gov¬ 
ernor. Bailey’s attorney has 
said Bailey took “great care” 
to ensure his writings were 
consistent with legal re¬ 
quirements. 

Billed as the first Palin book 
by a former aide, “Blind Al¬ 
legiance” bolsters the per¬ 
ception of Palin as self-serv¬ 
ing, while casting Bailey as 
her enforcer — willing to do 
the dirty work, no questions 
asked. 

Bailey became a footnote 
in Alaska political history 
by getting embroiled in an 
investigation of Palin’s fir¬ 
ing of her police commis¬ 
sioner over allegations the 
commissioner wouldn’t 
fire trooper Mike Wooten, 
who’d had a bitter divorce 
with Palin’s sister. 

Bailey was caught on tape 
questioning a state trooper 
official about why Wooten 
was still employed. 

Bailey, who was Palin’s di¬ 
rector of boards and com¬ 
missions, was put on leave 
after news of the recording 
broke, though he claims his 
actions were with the prod¬ 


ding of Palin’s husband, 
Todd. 

In spite of this, and what he 
describes as campaigns by 
Sarah Palin over the years to 
tear down others who have 
crossed or confronted her, 
he stuck around. 

To speak up when he saw 
things he didn’t agree with 
“went against all that invest¬ 
ment of time and energy that 
I put into her,” said Bailey. 
He said he “shed his fam¬ 
ily,” his wife and two kids, 
to singularly focus on Palin 
during her rise to the gover¬ 
nor’s office and beyond. 
When Palin burst onto the 
statewide political scene, 
she was seen as a “breath 
of fresh air” amid the cor¬ 
ruption that had seeped into 
Alaska politics. “We looked 
at her as ... that queen on a 
horse that could come in and 
save the state,” he said. “As 
we started to see that that 
was not the case, I kept si¬ 
lent and I just kept on work¬ 
ing.” 

Bailey said the final straw 
for him came in the summer 
of 2009, when Palin didn’t 
attend a rally he believed 
she’d repeatedly agreed to 
attend, for supporters of a 
voter initiative to require 
minors get parental consent 
for an abortion. This came 
after a string of cancella¬ 
tions, including one be¬ 
fore a Republican women’s 
group at the Ronald Reagan 
Library in California. Her 
aides claimed no one had 
committed to this well-pub¬ 
licized event. □

The making of Anne Frank 
statue is a true labor oi love

own statue to commemorate 
the life of Anne Frank, in the 
heart of the Wilhelmina Park. 
As its first major project, the 
foundation commissioned 
Dutch artist Joep Coppens, 
who specializes in bronze 
works, to create the Anne 
Frank statue. The foundation 
chose Anne Frank as a com¬ 
memorative symbol to always 
remember that a holocaust 
can happen again, if a com¬ 
munity does not know how to 
co-exist peacefully. 

The statue was made in Vli- 
erden, a small town in the 
Netherlands, where the art¬ 
ist has his studio. The mak¬ 
ing of the statue took several 
months, as it consisted of sev¬ 
en main steps. 

The process used by Coppens 
to make bronze sculptures and 
statues today is the same one 
that was used in ancient times. 
Coppens worked off a smaller 
model, which shows Anne 
Frank barefoot and standing 
tall, with her hands bound and 
her head leaning back, look¬ 
ing towards the sky. 

He first had to make a posi¬ 
tive statue, from which he 
could make negative molds 



of the head, torso and various 
ligaments. From these molds 
he was able to make hollow 
wax replicas, which were then 
covered in several layers of a 
ceramic shell and baked. Once 
ready, molten bronze heated to 
2200 degrees was poured into 
the shells and allowed to cool. 
When the individual bronze 



pieces were ready, they were 
welded together to form the 
statue of Anne Frank. 

The statue will be unveiled at 
sunset on June 12th, the anni¬ 
versary of Anne Frank’s birth¬ 
day. Coppens will be on hand 
to help with the unveiling. 

The entire community is also 
invited to come and partici¬ 
pate in the ceremony.

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NATO airstrikes pound Tripoli

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — 

NATO warplanes repeatedly 
hit targets in Tripoli early 
Tuesday in what appears to be 
the heaviest night of bombing 
of the Libyan capital since the 
Western alliance launched its 
air campaign against Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s forces. 

More than 20 NATO airstrikes 
in less than half an hour set 
off thunderous booms that rat¬ 
tled windows and sent heavy 


on March 19 after the passage 
of a U.N. Security Council 
resolution to protect civilians 
after Gadhafi responded to 
the public uprising against his 
rule by unleashing his military 
and his militias. 

On Monday, the highest- 
ranking U.S. diplomat in the 
Middle East was in the de 
facto rebel capital of Benghazi 
in eastern Libya in a show of 
support on Monday while in 
Europe, France and Britain 
pledged to deploy attack heli¬ 
copters to help the rebel cause.

Rockfall at Greek island kills US tourist 

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Greek police say a boulder dis¬ 
lodged from towering volcanic cliffs on the resort island of 
Santorini has killed an American tourist and injured four for¬ 
eign women. A police statement says the 52-year-old man 
was hit as he was riding a hired mule on the steep cobbled 
path winding down to the sea from Oia village — a popular 
tourist destination on the brim of the island’s trademark crags. 
The cause of Monday’s landslide was unclear. The police 
statement said the victim’s wife and daughter, as well as two 
Mexican women, were injured and were being treated on the 
Aegean Sea island. It did not name any of the tourists. San¬ 
torini mayor Anastasios Nikolaos Zorzos told private Skai 
TV landslides are unusual on the island. He said a geologist 
would check the area. □

plumes of smoke wafting over 
the city, including from an area 
close to the sprawling Gadhafi 
compound, indicating it was 
a target.

310,000 Cubans licensed for private sector 

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba says 310,000 people have become 
licensed independent workers as the government tries to lift 
a foundering economy by allowing some private-sector activ¬ 
ity. An article in Communist Party newspaper Granma says 
222,000 of those are new licenses issued since October. It 
cites Labor Ministry statistics through April 30. The largest 
group of new independent workers are in food production and 
sales, about 50,000. Employees of private businesses are sec¬ 
ond with 39,000. 

About 14,000 have transportation licenses that let them op¬ 
erate taxis and the like. Saturday’s article said the largest 
number of new licenses — 67,000 — were issued in Havana. 
President Raul Castro launched an initiative last year to loos¬ 
en state control over the economy. □ 

Mexico frees 62 in forced-prostitution case 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Police freed 62 female victims of a 
forced-prostitution ring in Mexico City, including a 13-year- 
old girl, prosecutors said. The women complained they were 
forced to work as prostitutes in the capital’s downtown sec¬ 
tor and had to hand over their earnings to a group of pimps, 
Mexico City chief prosecutor Miguel Mancera said Monday. 
Mancera’s office said one of the victims told police that a man 
had befriended her in another state and offered to find her 
work in Mexico City. Upon arriving in the capital, she and 
other women were forced to prostitute themselves. Mancera 
said the women were forced to have sex in tiny bedrooms 
smaller than 6!4 feet (6 meters) a side. They would charge be¬ 
tween $9 and $26 and paid pimps $4. The place, known as “La 
Pasarela,” or “The Runway,” was in business for decades.□ 

US man sentenced in Peru bride killing 

LIMA, Peru (AP) — A Peruvian court has sentenced to 35 
years in prison a U.S. man who pleaded guilty to killing his 
Peruvian wife and dumping her body at sea in a suitcase. Wil¬ 
liam Trickett Smith II of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, was also 
ordered Monday to pay $21,000 in restitution to the family of 
Claudia Gomez. 

He has admitted killing Gomez in 2007 at a Lima hotel and 
hiring a boat to haul her body into the Pacific. The suitcase 
later washed up on Lima’s coast. The couple had met over 
the Internet in 2006 when she was 21 and he 26. They mar¬ 
ried the following year. Gomez’s parents last saw her when 
she said she was going to Lima in July 2007 to meet up with 
Smith. They say she had her passport and hoped to move to 
Pennsylvania. □ 
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Taliban spokesman denies 
leader has been killed

KABUL, Afghanistan - The Taliban said Monday that their 
reclusive leader, Mullah Muhammad Omar, was still very much 
alive and “leading the mujahedeen in all aspects,” disputing re¬ 
ports from inside Afghanistan’s intelligence agency indicating 
that he had been killed in Pakistan last week. 

A senior Afghan official said the Afghan intelligence service, 
the National Directorate of Security, had the information on his 
death from a good source, but it remained unconfirmed. The 
source had not seen Omar’s body, but the agency trusts the 
source, the official said. The official spoke on the condition of 
anonymity because he was discussing an intelligence issue. Af¬ 
ghan officials have reported Omar’s death erroneously before. 
Zabiullah Mujahid, a Taliban spokesman, called the informa¬ 
tion “enemy propaganda.” 

Referring to the spring offensive the Taliban announced late 
last month, Mujahid said in a statement to reporters, “The en¬ 
emy, with these kinds of rumors, is trying to halt the devastating 
waves of the ‘Badar’ operation and create confusion amongst 
the mujahedeen.” 

Privately, Western officials in Kabul also expressed skepticism, 
and some U.S. diplomats in the region said there was no truth 
to the reports. 

Rumors of Omar’s death spread quickly in Kabul after Tolo TV, 
a major news channel here, citing an unnamed source inside the 
intelligence agency, reported Monday that the Taliban leader 
had been shot dead two days ago as he was being moved from 
Quetta - the southern Pakistan city where he and other senior 
Taliban leaders known as the Quetta Shura are suspected of 
hiding - to North Waziristan by a former Pakistani intelligence 
chief, Lt. Gen. Hamid Gul.

A source inside the security directorate, speaking on the condi¬ 
tion of anonymity, provided similar details to The New York 
Times. But reached by telephone in Pakistan, Gul laughed at the 
reports and called them baseless. 

“Was I killed too?” he said. “Am I speaking to you from heav¬ 
en?” Gul said he was in Rawalpindi two days ago, although 
Afghan intelligence officials often use Gul’s name interchange¬ 
ably with the Directorate for Inter-Services Intelligence, or ISI, 
the military spy service he once led.

Palestinian UN bid enters unknown territory

RAMALLAH, West Bank 
(AP) — President Barack 
Obama threw down a gauntlet 
this weekend: no vote at the 
United Nations, he asserted, 
would ever create a Palestin¬ 
ian state. 

The Palestinians hope to prove 
him wrong. 

But their planned bid for U.N. 
recognition this fall of a state 
in the West Bank, Gaza and 
east Jerusalem — territories 
occupied by Israel since the 
1967 Mideast war — enters 
largely unknown legal ground, 
and the Palestinians are still 
trying to work out how best to 
work the U.N. labyrinth. 

By a strict reading of U.N 
rules, an American veto at the 


Security Council — which ap¬ 
pears likely — would seem 
to derail any attempt to win 
recognition of Palestine as a 
U.N. member from the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, where there is 
widespread sympathy for the 
Palestinian cause. Never be¬ 
fore has the assembly taken on 
a new member state without a 
nod from the council. 

But legal experts say there 
may be ways to maneuver 
around that block. 

The question is whether any 
declaration the Palestinians 
can wrest from the General 
Assembly would be a largely 
symbolic gesture or would be 
strong enough to win them 
valuable legal leverage against 
Israel’s occupation. 

And at this stage, it’s also un¬ 
certain whether Palestinian 


President Mahmoud Abbas 
will actually proceed with the 
U.N. option. 

He is to consult with leaders of 
the PLO and his Fatah move¬ 
ment on Wednesday to con¬ 
sider his next move. 


Dropping the U.N. bid 
would dash rising expecta¬ 
tions among Palestinians 
that statehood will be de¬ 
clared in September. 


Proceeding would risk con¬ 
frontation with Obama, who 
laid out his parameters for a 
peace deal — including assur¬ 
ances that it must be based on 
the pre-1967 war lines — in 
hopes of getting the Palestin¬ 
ians to desist from unilateral 
actions. □

LONDON (AP) A dense 
ash cloud from an Icelandic 
volcano blew toward Scot¬ 
land, causing airlines to can¬ 
cel Tuesday flights, forcing 
President Barack Obama to 
shorten a visit to Ireland, and 
raising fears of a repeat of last 
year’s huge travel disruptions 
in Europe that stranded mil¬ 
lions of passengers. 

Britain’s Civil Aviation Au¬ 
thority said it appears that 
ash from the Grimsvotn 
(GREEMSH-votn) volcano 
could reach Scottish airspace 
early Tuesday and affect other 
parts of the U.K. and Ireland 
later in the week. 

British Airways suspended all 
its flights for Tuesday morn¬ 
ing between London and 
Scotland, while Dutch carrier 
KLM and Easyjet canceled 
flights to and from Scotland 


and northern England at the 
same time. Two domestic air¬ 
lines also announced flight 
disruptions. 


Still, authorities say they 
don’t expect the kind of mas¬ 
sive grounding of flights that 
followed last year’s eruption 
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of the Eyjafjallajokull volca¬ 
no in Iceland because systems 
and procedures have been 
improved since then and the 
cloud is currently not expect¬ 
ed to move over continental 
Europe. 

Pilots unions, however, ex¬ 
pressed concerns that the ash 
could still be dangerous. 
Obama, who had been sched¬ 
uled to spend Monday night 
in Ireland, was forced to fly to 
London early because of the 
ash cloud — he landed at the 
capital’s Stansted Airport late 
Monday. 

Last year’s Icelandic eruption 
also forced a change in his 
schedule then, causing him to 
cancel a trip to Poland. 
Glasgow-based regional air¬ 
line Loganair canceled 36 
Scottish flights scheduled for 
Tuesday morning, as well as 
some flights to Birmingham 
and Belfast. It said its flights 
between Scottish islands 
would be unaffected. Another 
small airline, Eastern Air¬ 
ways, which is based in north¬ 
ern England, also canceled all 
flights to and from Scotland 
on Tuesday. 

“Our No. 1 priority is to en¬ 
sure the safety of people both 
onboard aircraft and on the 
ground,” said Andrew Haines, 
chief executive of the CAA. 
“We can’t rule out disruption, 
but the new arrangements that 
have been put in place since 
last year’s ash cloud mean the 


aviation sector is better pre¬ 
pared and will help to reduce 
any disruption in the event 
that volcanic ash affects U.K. 
airspace.” 

Many airlines said authorities 
last year overestimated the 
danger to planes and overre¬ 
acted by closing airspace for 
five days amid fears that the 
abrasive ash could cause en¬ 
gines to stall. 

CAA spokesman Jonathan 
Nicholson said authorities 
this time would give airlines 
information about the loca¬ 
tion and density of ash clouds. 
Any airline that wanted to fly 
would have to present a safety 
report to aviation authorities 
in order to be allowed to fly. 
He said most British airlines 
had permission to fly through 
medium-density ash clouds, 
but none had asked for per¬ 
mission to fly through high- 
density clouds, classified as 
having over 4,000 micro¬ 
grams of ash per cubic meter. 
Even at that concentration of 
volcanic ash, experts said the 
air would not look much dif¬ 
ferent from airspace unaffect¬ 
ed by the ash, but officials say 
the tiny particles in the ash 
can sandblast windows and 
stop jet engines. 

The international pilots’ fed¬ 
eration warned that it believed 
the cloud still presented a po¬ 
tential danger to commercial 
aircraft despite developments 
since last year.Q 
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When austerity falls

I often complain, with reason, 
about the state of econom¬ 
ic discussion in the United 
States. And the irresponsibil¬ 
ity of certain politicians - like 
those Republicans claiming 
that defaulting on U.S. debt 
would be no big deal - is 
scary. But at least in America 
members of the pain caucus, 
those who claim that raising 
interest rates and slashing 
government spending in the 
face of mass unemployment 
will somehow make things 
better instead of worse, get 
some pushback from the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve and the Obama 
administration. 

In Europe, by contrast, the 
pain caucus has been in con¬ 
trol for more than a year, 
insisting that sound money 
and balanced budgets are the 
answer to all problems. Un¬ 
derlying this insistence have 
been economic fantasies, in 
particular belief in the con¬ 
fidence fairy - that is, belief 
that slashing spending will 
actually create jobs, because 
fiscal austerity will improve 
private-sector confidence. 
Unfortunately, the confidence 
fairy keeps refusing to make 
an appearance. And a dispute 
over how to handle inconve¬ 
nient reality threatens to make 
Europe the flashpoint of a 
new financial crisis. 

After the creation of the euro 
in 1999, European nations 
that had previously been 
considered risky, and that 
therefore faced limits on the 
amount they could borrow, 
began experiencing huge in¬ 
flows of capital. After all, in¬ 
vestors apparently thought, 
Greece/Portugal/Ir eland/ 
Spain were members of a Eu¬ 
ropean monetary union, so 
what could go wrong? The 
answer to that question is 
now, of course, painfully ap¬ 
parent. Greece’s government, 


finding itself able to borrow 
at rates only slightly higher 
than those facing Germany, 
took on far too much debt. 
The governments of Ireland 
and Spain didn’t (Portugal is 
somewhere in between) - but 
their banks did, and when the 
bubble burst, taxpayers found 
themselves on the hook for 
bank debts. The problems was 
made worse by the fact that 
the 1999-2007 boom left pric¬ 
es and costs in the debtor na¬ 
tions far out of line with those 
of their neighbors. What to 
do? European leaders offered 
emergency loans to nations in 
crisis, but only in exchange 
for promises to impose savage 
austerity programs, mainly 
consisting of huge spending 
cuts. Objections that these 
programs would be self-de¬ 
feating - not only would they 
impose large direct pain, but 
they also would, by worsen¬ 
ing the economic slump, re¬ 
duce revenues - were waved 
away. Austerity would actu¬ 
ally be expansionary, it was 
claimed, because it would im¬ 
prove confidence. 

Nobody bought into the doc¬ 
trine of expansionary austeri¬ 
ty more thoroughly than Jean- 
Claude Trichet, the president 
of the European Central Bank, 
or ECB. Under his leadership 
the bank began preaching aus¬ 
terity as a universal economic 
elixir that should be imposed 
immediately everywhere, in¬ 
cluding in countries like Brit¬ 
ain and the United States that 
still have high unemployment 
and aren’t facing any pressure 
from the financial markets. 
But as I said, the confidence 
fairy hasn’t shown up. Eu¬ 
rope’s troubled debtor nations 
are, as we should have expect¬ 
ed, suffering further economic 
decline thanks to those auster¬ 
ity programs, and confidence 
is plunging instead of rising. 
It’s now clear that Greece, 
Ireland and Portugal can’t and 
won’t repay their debts in full, 
although Spain might manage 
to tough it out.Realistically, 
then, Europe needs to prepare 
for some kind of debt reduc¬ 
tion, involving a combination 
of aid from stronger econo¬ 
mies and “haircuts” imposed 
on private creditors, who will 
have to accept less than full 
repayment. □

To most Americans, the tale 
of Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
probably seems like fodder 
for a “Law & Order” episode, 
or maybe a cable-TV message 
movie. He’s just another high- 
profile man behaving badly, 
part Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and part Ben Roethlisberger 
and more obscure than both. 
But the story of the IMF di¬ 
rector charged with sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a hotel maid 
is actually a natural fit for a 
more high-minded genre. In 
the hands of the right screen¬ 
writer, Strauss-Kahn’s arrest 
could be the central thread in 
one of those sprawling, com¬ 
plex, kaleidoscope-of-global- 
ization movies that aspire to 
Oscar glory. Think “Traffic” 
or “Syriana,” “Crash” or “Ba¬ 
bel”: the kind of movie that 
leapfrogs around the planet, 
shifting from place to place 
and perspective to perspec¬ 
tive in an effort to bring an 
entire Big Issue into focus. 
Instead of the war on drugs 
or race relations in Los Ange¬ 
les, though, the subject of this 
movie would be the poten¬ 
tial collapse of the European 
Union. 

The movie might begin with 
a decorously edited (rath¬ 
er than NC-17) version of 
Strauss-Kahn’s Sofitel en¬ 


counter. Then it would cut to 
the French presidential elec¬ 
tion, in which Strauss-Kahn 
was widely expected to be a 
leading candidate, zeroing in 
on the rise of Marine Le Pen, 
the far-right candidate who 
rode anti-immigration senti¬ 
ment into a shocking lead in 
opinion polls this spring. 

Next it would give us an in¬ 
timate look at the latest wave 
of immigration, with scenes 
from a refugee camp in Italy, 
crowded with thousands of 
North Africans fleeing the vi¬ 
olence in Tunisia and Libya. 
From there, it would jump to 
the contentious intra-Europe¬ 
an debates over how to handle 
the Libyan crisis, which have 
pitted Strauss-Kahn’s France 
against Germany and made a 
mockery of the idea of a unit¬ 
ed European foreign policy. 
The camera would then pan 
across the streets of Barce¬ 
lona and Madrid, where an 
Internet-fueled protest move¬ 
ment is resisting the austerity 
policies Spain’s government 
has implemented to avoid a 
Greece- or Ireland-style debt 
crisis. After that, it would cut 
to the backrooms of Berlin 
and Brussels, and the behind- 
the-scenes struggle to save 
the common currency from a 
debt-driven collapse. 

Finally, it would return to 
Strauss-Kahn, formerly a key 
player in these negotiations, 
and suddenly just another 
New York City perp. 

What binds all these plots to¬ 
gether, with the former IMF 
chief in a starring role, is the 
crisis of the European dream 
- the vision of a continent 
without borders or divisions, 
supervised by a benevolent 
and cosmopolitan elite. 

This crisis takes two forms. 


There’s the challenge to 
Europe’s economic union, 
driven by the upside-down 
balance sheets in the Con¬ 
tinent’s weaker economies. 
And there’s the challenge to 
its political consensus, driven 
by an anti-immigration back¬ 
lash that’s empowered nation¬ 
alist parties from France to 
Finland. 

Both these problems increas¬ 
ingly divide Europe along 
north-south lines. (Once 
again, Strauss-Kahn’s France 
straddles both worlds.) The 
debt-ridden countries of the 
Mediterranean are also the 
front lines for migration from 
the largely Muslim Maghreb, 
and their northern neighbors 
are trying to contain both 
the red ink and the refugees. 
Earlier this month, in a con¬ 
troversial move, the Danish 
government announced that it 
was restarting border checks, 
possibly running afoul of the 
Schengen agreement, which 
enables passport-free travel 
through the EU. 

Both pit the ambitions of the 
Continent’s leaders against 
the residual nationalism of 
ordinary Europeans, who are 
challenging the elite consen¬ 
sus from the left and right at 
once. (Many prominent far- 
right leaders, Le Pen includ¬ 
ed, strike protectionist and 
populist notes.) 

And both have been exac¬ 
erbated by that same elite’s 
arrogance and glaring blind 
spots - its expansion of the 
monetary union to include 
economies that weren’t ready 
to share a currency with Ger¬ 
many and France, and its 
blithe, politically correct as¬ 
sumption that mass immigra¬ 
tion would enrich the Conti¬ 
nent, rather than divide it. □

NEW YORK - Before con¬ 
ducting the impressive New 
York Youth Symphony in 
Tchaikovsky’s “Pathetique” 
Symphony at Carnegie Hall 
on Sunday afternoon, Ryan 
McAdams, the orchestra’s dy¬ 
namic music director, spoke 
about a moment in this piece 
that often creates awkward¬ 
ness for audiences. 

The third movement is a wild¬ 
ly energetic march that builds 
to a blazing conclusion. And 
as McAdams explained, many 
people hearing it performed 
cannot resist “leaping up and 
applauding.” 

But other people in the audi¬ 
ence, knowing what is coming 
next, the concluding Adagio 
lamentoso movement, an an¬ 
guished expression of inner 
pain and emotional collapse, 


disrupt the mood with cheers 
and applause. 

McAdams came down clearly 
on the side of those inclined 
to applaud. For one thing, he 
said, pointing to the young 
players in the orchestra, “we 
are all total suck-ups for it” 
and will “take as much as we 
can get.” With that he invited 
those who felt so inclined to 
applaud away. 

The audience applauded af¬ 
ter each movement, with a 
sustained ovation at the end. 
This was the final Carnegie 
Hall concert of the orches¬ 
tra’s 48th season. And under 
McAdams, an Alan Gilbert 
protege who won an award for 
emerging conductors from the 
Solti Foundation last year, the 
Youth Symphony continues to 
do essential work. □

PARIS (AP) — Novak 
Djokovic extended his perfect 
season into the French Open, 
beating Thiemo de Bakker 
6-2, 6-1, 6-3 Monday in the 
first round. 

The second-seeded Serb im¬ 
proved his 2011 record to 
38-0 — and stretched his win¬ 
ning streak to 40 — on the 
second day of the tournament 
at Roland Garros. And he 
barely broke a sweat doing it, 
breaking his Dutch opponent 
six times. 

“I was serving really, really 
well and being very aggres¬ 
sive, using every opportu¬ 
nity to step into the court,” 
Djokovic said. “I was quite in 
control of the match.” 

Roger Federer, meanwhile, 
joined Djokovic in the second 
round by beating Feliciano 
Lopez of Spain 6-3, 6-4, 7-6 
(3), but sixth-seeded Tomas 
Berdych was knocked out by 
French journeyman Stephane 
Robert in five sets. 

On the women’s side, top- 
ranked Caroline Wozniacki 
eliminated 40-year-old Kim- 
iko Date-Krumm 6-0, 6-2 and 
defending champion Franc¬ 
esca Schiavone beat Melanie 
Oudin of the United States 
6 - 2 , 6 - 0 . 

Djokovic walked out onto 


center court as the co-favorite 
after beating Rafael Nadal in 
two clay-court finals leading 
up to the French Open. He 
could only meet Nadal in the 
final at Roland Garros, and if 
he does he will be assured of 
taking over the No. 1 ranking 
from the Spaniard regardless 
of that result. “Pressure is al¬ 
ways there,” said Djokovic, 
who turned 24 on Sunday. “I 
know there is a lot of expec¬ 
tations because of the streak 


I have, but, look, I’m really 
happy the way I’m handling 
things right now on and off 
the court.” 

Djokovic needs five more 
wins to break John McEnroe’s 
Open era record of 42 for the 
best unbeaten start, and a sixth 
victory will make him the first 
man to win the Australian and 
French Opens back-to-back 
since Jim Courier in 1992. 
“Coming into a Grand Slam 
with three titles on clay courts

and winning against the best 
player ever on this surface 
gives me a lot of motivation, 
a lot of confidence that I’m

Djokovic said. Nadal, who is 
looking for his sixth French 
Open title, doesn’t get on 
court until Tuesday, but Feder¬ 
er progressed without facing a 
single break point against his 
Spanish opponent. 

“Important thing from my 
side was to be solid in my own 


serve,” Federer said, “which I 
was all the way through from 
start to finish.” 

The third-seeded Federer, 
who completed a career 
Grand Slam at Roland Gar¬ 
ros two years ago, lost in the 
quarterfinals last year to end 
a streak of 23 straight major 
semifinal appearances. 
Berdych, who last year 
reached the semifinals at the 
French Open and the final at 
Wimbledon, was knocked out 
by the 140th-ranked Robert 
3-6, 3-6, 6-2, 6-2, 9-7. 
“Maybe it’s too early to ana¬ 
lyze how was that or what 
was happening on the court,” 
Berdych said “That’s what 
can happen in the long match¬ 
es, and ... sadly it happened to 
me today.” 

Berdych held a match point 
while leading 5-4 in the fifth 
set, but Robert saved it and 
went on to earn only his sec¬ 
ond win at a Grand Slam tour¬ 
nament.

Thing is, the Heat know that sort of thinking as well, since they 
had the same thoughts after a Game 1 blowout loss in Chicago. 
“All we’ve done to this point is do exactly what they did at 
home,” Heat coach Erik Spoelstra said Monday as practice 
wound down. “They won the first game at home and we have 
to find a way in a possession game to come out ahead again 
tomorrow night. There is not going to be one easy possession 
in this series.” 

Chicago can attest to that. 

Defense was clearly going to be the norm in this series, with 
the Bulls and Heat ranking 1-2 in field-goal percentage defense. 
Chicago has managed 160 points in Games 2 and 3, its low¬ 
est two-game total of the season, and keying on reigning NBA 
MVP Derrick Rose has been the biggest — and most obvious 

— key. Rose is 15 for 42 from the floor in Chicago’s last two 
losses. The Heat want Rose to try to do it alone. After all, not 
wanting to have one star option — and only one star option 

— is why Dwyane Wade, LeBron James and Chris Bosh came 
together in the first place. 

“There’s a reason why we’re playing together,” Wade said. “Af¬ 
ter so many years of that, you want to do something else. That’s 
the reason we’re playing together. But he has a good team. ... 
He’s in a little different world than we were in.” 

But to hear the Bulls tell it, defense let them down more than 
offense. “We have to bring more intensity to the game,” Rose 
said Monday, after the Bulls met at their downtown hotel and 
took a break from the practice grind. “We have to be the first to 
the floor, first on the rebounding side. Guards still have to get 
in and rebound and help the bigs. And we have to play more ag¬ 
gressive on both ends. Way more.” 

In short, the Bulls will be desperate. 

James says there’s only one way he and the Heat can answer 
that. “We’re playing desperate too,” James said. “Both teams 
are playing hard. We’re just as desperate as they are to win an¬ 
other game at home.” 

Sunday was an emotional grind for the Bulls, for so many rea¬ 
sons. It started with questions about an interview Rose gave in 
which he allegedly said NBA players use performance-enhanc¬ 
ing drugs — something he emphatically denied later in the day. 
Then Joakim Noah used an anti-gay slur in an exchange with a 
fan during the first quarter, and didn’t score another point the 
rest of the night. □

I have an important ques¬ 
tion - actually, several related 
questions - for all parents of 
school-age children: Do you 
know how much your chil¬ 
dren sleep? Do you know how 
much sleep they really need? 
And do you know what their 
biological clocks are telling 
them about when to go to 
sleep and when to wake up? 
Although young children are 
likely to arouse their groggy 
parents every morning, with 
no respect for weekends, after 
puberty the tables turn. Often 
I hear a familiar lament from 
parents of adolescents: Every 
day it’s a struggle to get the 
kids up and out to school on 
time.Many youngsters and 
most teenagers do not get 
enough sleep, and this can re¬ 
sult in serious consequences, 
impairing school performance 
and even raising the risk of 
depression and other mood 


disorders. 

To help you and your children 
better appreciate their sleep 
needs, I’d like to suggest a 
little test. For a week or two 
before school ends and again 
during summer vacation, keep 
a three-column sleep diary for 
your children. Or, if they are 
able and willing, ask them to 
do it themselves. 

In one column, record lights- 
out time during the school 
week and on weekends or va¬ 
cation days. In a second col¬ 
umn, record sleep latency - 
that is, how long it takes them 
to fall asleep. And in the third 
column, record wake-up time, 
noting whether arousal occurs 
naturally or with an alarm (or 
dousing with cold water!). 
While it’s true that sleep needs 
vary from one person to anoth¬ 
er, there are some very reason¬ 
able, science-based guidelines 
to help you determine whether 
children are getting the sleep 
they need to function at their 


best in school and at play and 
to get along well with friends 
and relations. 

And if you are a parent of 
teenagers, you may come to a 
much better understanding of 
why they have so much trou¬ 
ble getting up on school morn¬ 
ings in time to wash, dress, eat 
breakfast and get to the bus or 
their first class on time. 

In years past, TV got all the 
blame for curtailing the sleep 
of the younger set. Now, the 
modem devices that were 
meant to enhance communi¬ 
cation and save us so much 
time have created nearly end¬ 
less days. 

There is no longer a “sacred” 
hour beyond which a child 
cannot contact someone, 
search for information or shop 
online. And for far too many 
youngsters, sleep takes a back 
burner to staying in touch, 
whether by cellphone, email, 
instant or text messages or 
Skype.Q

Second drug wins approval 
for treatment of hepatitis C

Vertex Pharmaceuticals won regulatory approval on Mon¬ 
day for a new hepatitis C drug, setting off a marketing 
battle with Merck over new drugs that are expected to im¬ 
prove the cure rate of the disease and shorten the duration 
of treatment. 

Incivek, as the drug will be called, is expected to be the 
first big product for Vertex, and the first it will sell on its 
own. It is expected to allow the company to finally become 
profitable after 22 years in business and an expenditure of 
$4 billion. 

Merck’s drug, Victrelis, was approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration on May 13. 

The drugs “represent a new direction in the treatment of 
hepatitis C and a significant improvement over the current 
standard of care,” Margaret A. Hamburg, commissioner of 
the FDA, said in a conference call on Monday. 

Both products borrow from the strat¬ 
egy used by HIV drugs of inhibiting 
the action of a viral enzyme - in this 
case, the hepatitis C protease enzyme. 

In a clinical trial, 79 percent of people 
treated with Incivek combined with 
the existing treatment achieved what 
is effectively considered a cure, com¬ 
pared with 46 percent for those get¬ 
ting the existing drugs alone. 

About half the patients treated with 
Incivek were able to finish treatment 
in 24 weeks instead of the usual 48 weeks. That is consid¬ 
ered important because treatment, which involves the exist¬ 
ing drugs alpha interferon and ribavirin, is arduous. Side ef¬ 
fects can include flulike symptoms, anemia and depression. 
Incivek has its own side effects, particularly a severe rash. 
It can also worsen anemia and cause nausea, fatigue and 
hemorrhoids. 

Most analysts expect Vertex’s drug to reach annual sales 
of $2 billion within three years and to outsell Merck’s drug 
because it appears to be somewhat more effective in clini¬ 
cal trials, though the two drugs were never compared head 
to head. 

Also, the treatment using Vertex’s drug is less complex 
and requires six pills a day, half as many as required for 
Merck’s drug. 

Vertex set the wholesale price of Incivek, also known as 
telaprevir, at $49,200 for the entire course of treatment. 
Merck’s Victrelis, also known as boceprevir, costs $26,400 
to $48,400 depending on the duration of treatment. Both 
drugs would be used in addition to the standard therapy, 
which costs about $15,000 to $30,000 depending on dura¬ 
tion. 

Vertex executives defended the price, saying that cures 
can prevent the problems that can be caused by hepatitis 
C, like liver cirrhosis, liver cancer and the need for a liver 
transplant. □

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Payment startup Square 
rolls out iPad sales app

SAN FRANCISCO - First, mobile payments service Square 
made it easier for merchants to accept credit cards anytime, 
anywhere, with just a smartphone and a tiny, plastic credit-card 
reader. Now, the startup led by Twitter co-founder Jack Dorsey 
hopes to show them they can abandon cash registers, too. 
Square already has a smartphone app that allows people to pay 
for items by swiping their credit card through a tiny reader that 
plugs into the headphone jack of a phone or iPad. Customers 
can sign their name on the device’s touch screen, and then have 
a digital receipt sent to them via email or text message. About 
500,000 merchants have these credit-card readers, which Square 
has given away for free since 2009. In return, the company takes 
a 2.75 percent transaction fee on sales. 

On Monday, Square announced new software, Square Register, 
to do more. The new app takes over many of the sales features 
that most stores use cash registers for. It lets merchants keep 
tabs on inventory and change prices. A menu option allows 
restaurants to post food options and special deals that customers 
can see on their smartphones, using a companion app called 
Square Card Case.Q

Japanese automaker Toyota 
Motor Corp. and Salesforce. 
com, based in San Francis¬ 
co, announced their alliance 
Monday to launch “Toyota 
Friend,” a private social net¬ 
work for Toyota owners. 

In a demonstration at a To¬ 
kyo showroom, an owner of a 
plug-in Prius hybrid found out 
through a cell phone message 
from his Prius called “Pre¬ 
boy” that he should remember 
to recharge his car overnight. 
When the owner plugged in 
his car to recharge it, the car 
replied, “The charge will be 
completed by 2:15 a.m. Is that 
OK? See you tomorrow.” 
Since many next-generation 
cars need to be recharged, 
drivers may need real-time 
information, such as the bat¬ 
tery level of their cars and lo¬ 
cations of charging stations, 
more than regular gas-engine 
cars. 

The exchanges can be kept 
private or be shared with other 
“Toyota Friend” users, as well 
as made public on Facebook, 


Twitter and other services, the 
company said. 

The companies did not give 
details of how the technology, 
such as the content of the talk¬ 
ing car’s dialogues, will be 
managed. But 
officials said 
the answers will 
be automated 
through sensors 
in the car. 

If your car is 
up for an inspection, for ex¬ 
ample, the owner will be noti¬ 
fied through “Toyota Friend,” 
which will in turn automati¬ 
cally link to a dealer to set up 
an appointment. 

Toyota is investing 442 mil¬ 
lion yen ($5.5 million), Mi¬ 
crosoft Corp. is investing 335 
million yen ($4.1 million) and 
Salesforce.com 223 million 
yen ($2.8 million) in the proj¬ 
ect. 

Many cars are already 
equipped with navigation and 
other network-linking capa¬ 
bilities that make them almost 
like mobile devices. 

Toyota’s service, built on 
open-source cloud platforms 
that are the specialty of Sales¬ 
force.com, as well as on Mi¬ 
crosoft’s platform, will start in 
Japan in 2012, and will be of¬ 
fered later worldwide, initial¬ 
ly with electric vehicles and 
plug-in hybrids, according to 
Toyota. 


Toyota President Akio Toyo¬ 
da, a racing fan, said he al¬ 
ways “talks” with his car 
when he is zipping around on 
the circuit. 

With the popularity of social 
networking, cars 
and their makers 
should become 
part of that online 
interaction, he 
said. 

“I hope cars can 
become friends with their us¬ 
ers, and customers will see 
Toyota as a friend,” he said. 
Salesforce.com chief execu¬ 
tive Marc Benioff said so¬ 
cial networks can add value 
to products and companies.

Explosion at China iPad 
factory shows supply risks

BEIJING (AP) — An explosion at one of two factories that 
make Apple’s new iPad 2 highlights the risks of a global manu¬ 
facturing strategy that has cut costs but concentrates production 
in a few locations. Foxconn Technology Group, the contrac¬ 
tor that manufactures Apple’s iPhones and iPads, said Friday’s 
blast in the western city of Chengdu killed three employees and 
injured 15. The Taiwanese company said production was sus¬ 
pended but did not respond to questions Monday about how 
supplies of iPads might be affected. Foxconn said the blast was 
caused by combustible dust in a workshop that polished prod¬ 
ucts. It said operations in workshops that do similar work at its 
other factories in China would be suspended pending an inves¬ 
tigation. Estimates by industry analysts of the impact on iPad 
production ranged from minimal to up to 2.8 million units in 
lost output. That is equal to just over half the number sold in the 
first three months of this year but Apple says sales are so strong 
it already is struggling to keep up with demand. 

“There probably is going to be no impact” if production re¬ 
sumes as expected in the next few days, said Citigroup analyst 
Kevin Chang in Taipei. “If this safety inspection drags on for 
two or three weeks, then there will be an impact on production.” 
Coming as global auto and electronics makers struggle with 
parts shortages caused by Japan’s March 11 tsunami, the disas¬ 
ter emphasized the pitfalls for companies whose global sales 
depend on one or two factories. “If you are trying to do as much 
as you can in one place to reduce the risks of an overextended 
supply chain, then you are very dependent upon the safety of 
those one or two factories,” said David Dayton, owner of Silk 
Road International Inc., which manages purchasing and manu¬ 
facturing in China for foreign customers. Electronics makers 
such as Foxconn have flocked to China, drawn by a low-cost 
workforce and good infrastructure, making it the global manu¬ 
facturing center for computers and consumer electronics. 

All of Apple’s iPads are produced at Foxconn factories in 
Chengdu and Shenzhen, near Hong Kong, said Chang. But he 
said that is not overly concentrated in an industry in which a 
contractor with a single factory might supply a laptop computer 
sold worldwide. Foxconn, a unit of Hon Hai Precision Industry 
Co., is a leader in a contract manufacturing industry that helps 
global electronics brands hold down costs. Chinese factories 
produce 80 to 90 percent of the world’s notebook computers 
and 50 to 60 percent of mobile phones. 

Foxconn illustrates the complex web of trade and investment 
ties between China and Taiwan, the self-ruled island that Bei¬ 
jing claims as its territory. □

Oil slides and pump prices drop

NEW YORK - Oil dropped 
more than 2 percent Monday 
as the dollar strengthened and 
an energy research group said 
it expected the growth in Chi¬ 
nese demand for oil to slow 
later this year.

average growth in the first 
quarter of this year. 

A decelerating economy and 
high oil prices were “denting 
end-user demand” in China, 
Platts said.

The little amenity bags given 
to premium-class travelers 
hold an oversize importance 
to the airlines: They not only 
reflect the airline’s brand, but 
also demonstrate the carriers’ 
high regard for top customers. 
Soon, some airlines may even 
turn the amenity kit into a rev¬ 
enue source by selling them to 
economy-class passengers. 
“The airlines are very interest¬ 
ed in co-branding and revenue 
sharing,” said Anita Gittelson, 
the executive vice president 
for product development at 
Wessco who is considered the 
godmother of the modern-day 
amenity kit. She said she was 
working with several airlines 
to offer kits for sale, though 
no airline said it had immedi¬ 
ate plans to do so. 

“We’re trying to look for ways 
to give coach class an oppor¬ 
tunity to purchase for very lit¬ 
tle money what business and 
first class gets for free,” Git¬ 
telson said. “Revenue genera¬ 
tion and airlines are like two 
magic words. They need the 
money.” 

In the early days of air travel, 
passengers received tubes of 
generic toothpaste, vials of 
perfume and emery boards - 
all in miniature sizes. These 
kits, dating to the 1950s, are 
now collectible, sold on eBay 
and other sites. “Pan Am and 
TWA were pioneers when it 
came to in-flight service,” said 
Steven Lott, a collector and 


executive with the Air Trans¬ 
port Association, the airline 
industry trade group. “Getting 
your hands on an amenity kit 
from the early days of com¬ 
mercial aviation, those are 
historic mementos.” 

Still, those bags, heavy and 
rigid, bear little resemblance 
to the ones handed out today, 
said Jennifer Coutts Clay, au¬ 
thor of the book “Jetliner Cab¬ 
ins” (Academy Press, 2004). 
There’s been a transition, she 
said, to “synthetic fabrics, 
eco-fabrics like bamboo tied 
up with raffia, and now we 
see airlines providing handy, 
useful items, not just items 
that display the airline’s own 
logo.” 

Drugstore brand items started 
appearing in amenity bags in 
the mid-1980s, but the most 
transforming change may 
have occurred in 2000, when 
Gittelson persuaded Delta Air 
Lines to take a chance on Es- 
sentiel Elements, an aroma¬ 
therapy company in Califor¬ 
nia that at the time was little 
known outside of a few de¬ 
partment stores and spas. 
When Essentiel Elements 
products and discount cou¬ 
pons were placed in Delta’s 
amenity kits, sales of the prod¬ 
ucts increased, said Gittelson, 
whose company handled the 
customers’ orders. “It was a 
marvelous introduction to the 
public of a brand that was just 
starting to move,” and Delta 
got a commission on the sale, 
Gittelson said.Q

Well, be sure to read the fine 
print. 

World Entertainment News 
Network, a news and photo 
agency, announced this month 
that it had become the “exclu¬ 
sive photo agency partner” of 
Twitpic, a service with over 20 
million registered users that 
allows people to upload imag¬ 
es and link to them on Twitter. 
The deal allows the agency to 
sell images posted on Twitpic 
for publication, and to pursue 
legal action against those who 
use such images commercial¬ 
ly without its permission, ac¬ 
cording to the agency. 

“There has been much unau¬ 
thorized use of Twitpic imag¬ 
es which we shall be address¬ 
ing without delay,” said Lloyd 
Beiny, the agency’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive. 

World Entertainment News, 
whose photo business re¬ 
volves largely around shots of 
celebrities, says it is interested 
only in the photographs post¬ 
ed to the accounts of people 


like Britney Spears, Russell 
Brand and Demi Moore. But 
the scope of the deal is not 
clear, and professional pho¬ 
tographers are worried that 
it could allow the agency to 
profit from any photo posted 
to Twitpic. Others say Twit- 
pic’s move shows the tenuous 
control people have over what 
they post through Internet ser¬ 
vices. 

The extent of that control is 
typically laid out in the terms 
of service that users agree to 
when they sign up for Internet 
services and smartphone ap¬ 
plications. But the more such 
services people use, the hard¬ 
er it becomes to keep track of 
the things to which they are 
agreeing. 

And of course many terms of 
service, which are heavy on 
legal language, include claus¬ 
es that assert the company’s 
right to change them without 
notice. 

In a recent episode, the televi¬ 
sion show “South Park” poked 
fun at the tendency to consent 
to such agreements without 
reading them, when one char¬ 
acter discovered that he had 
inadvertently given Apple 


the right to surgically trans¬ 
form him into a “product that 
is part human and part centi¬ 
pede, and part Web browser 
and part emailing device.” In 
the real world, there has been 
more discussion of what users 
could be risking than concrete 
examples of problems. Much 
attention has been centered on 
privacy concerns and the con¬ 
fusing aspects of companies’ 


privacy policies.

Professional photographers in 
particular have worried about

prove. Protests over changes 
to Facebook’s terms of ser¬ 
vice in 2009, which seemed to 
give it rights to users’ content 
even if they discontinued their 
accounts, caused the com¬ 
pany to change its copyright 
language. The Free Software 
Foundation, a digital rights 
group, recently raised con¬ 
cerns over Nintendo’s 3DS, a 
hand-held gaming device that 
can take photos. In the terms 
of service, Nintendo claims 
the right to use content from 
its customers’ devices in a va¬ 
riety of ways, including mar¬ 
keting materials. In a state¬ 
ment, Nintendo said that it did 
not use access to user content 
without permission, and that 
its terms of service were “con¬ 
sistent with industry norms.” 
The agreement between Twit¬ 
pic and World Entertainment 
News, said Dan Bailey, a pro¬ 
fessional photographer from 
Alaska, provided a solid ex¬ 
ample of what people have 
been worried about. “The 
agreements always make 
people nervous, but nothing 
was done with them,” Bailey 
said.Q 


A zombie invasion from across the Atlantic

While vampires and were¬ 
wolves battle to be our favor¬ 
ite scary monsters, a new con¬ 
tender lurches into view. Zom¬ 
bies, already a movie and vid¬ 
eo-game staple, are infecting 
television this Halloween sea¬ 
son with the arrival of AMC’s 
new series, “The Walking 
Dead,” on Sunday (Halloween 
night) and the unspooling this 
week of the British miniseries 
“Dead Set” on IFC. 

“Dead Set,” a five-hour, five- 
night broadcast beginning 
Monday night, imagines the 


end of the world as seen from 
inside the set of the British 
version of “Big Brother.” As 
disturbing bulletins begin 
to pop up on the news about 
strange behavior and uncon¬ 
trollable crowds, the reality 
show’s cast, locked inside its 
“house,” remains oblivious. 
The satirical possibilities are 
abundant, and “Dead Set,” 
which was nominated for a 
BAFTA (British Academy) 
award for best drama serial, 
deftly makes the connections 
between reality television and 
zombification. The scream¬ 
ing crowds that gather for the 


show’s “eviction” episode, 
waiting to taunt whichever 
cast member is voted out, be¬ 
come the zombies desperate 
to eat the housemates’ flesh. 
The show’s hateful producer 
(Andy Nyman) uses “Big 
Brother” psychology to ma¬ 
nipulate a cast member into 
joining his escape plan. (“Do 
you know what they call you 
when you’re out of the room? 
Gollum.”) 

That might make “Dead Set” 
sound like a comedy, but on 
balance it plays like a well- 
made and increasingly grim 
horror picture.Q

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Unprecedented photo op for shuttle-space station

HOUSTON (AP) — In an 
unprecedented cosmic photo 
shoot Monday, a departing 
spaceship snapped close-up 
glamour pictures of the space 
shuttle Endeavour attached to 
the International Space Station. 
And the combined station-shut¬ 
tle did what any good fashion 
model does. It slowly turned 
and pivoted on its orbital run¬ 
way. That maneuver was so 
that departing Italian astronaut 
Paolo Nespoli, clicking away 
inside a Russian Soyuz cap¬ 
sule, could good digital photos 
and video. The Soyuz hovered 
in space while the shuttle-sta¬ 
tion rotated 129 degrees. 
Minutes earlier, the Russian 
capsule backed away from the 
space station, carry Nespoli 
and two other station residents 
ending their five-month stay. 
They were to land in Kazakh¬ 
stan about five hours later. 

A Soyuz has never headed for 
home while a shuttle was at¬ 
tached to the space station.

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Endeavour is making the next- 
to-last space shuttle flight, so it 
won’t happen again. 

“It’s unprecedented and we 
worked hard to get here,” 
space station flight director 
Derek Hassmann said earlier 
Monday. Nespoli took the pic¬ 
tures from about 600 feet (200 
meters) — about two football 
fields away. But in this era of 
instant gratification, NASA 
engineers, who said this was 
more for engineering than 
beauty purposes, are going to 
have to wait until Tuesday to 
pour over the photos. 


The Soyuz did not have the 
ability to send the high qual¬ 
ity pictures back to Earth 
live. When the 
Soyuz lands in Kazakh¬ 
stan later Monday evening, 
the photos will then be 
shipped to NASA. 


Soyuz commander Dmitry 
Kondratyev asked Nespoli, 
who had the best view in the 
Soyuz upper portion: “Is it 
beautiful?” “It’s nice, very, 
very nice,” Nespoli responded. 
Nespoli, as planned, left the 
cameras in part of the Soyuz 
that burns up in space, but he 
made sure the digital photo 
cards returned to Earth with 
him. And if he didn’t do it 
himself, mission controllers 
reminded him a couple times. 
This was such a one-of-a-kind 
event that even though Endea¬ 
vour’s crew was supposed to 
be asleep, they were allowed 
to wake a couple hours earlier 
if they wanted to watch the or¬ 
bital ballet. After the picture 
taking, the Soyuz — carrying 
Nespoli, American astronaut 
Catherine Coleman and Kon¬ 
dratyev — was headed back to 
Earth. The three space station 
crew members had been in or¬ 
bit for 159 days.

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Chile: Exhuman a Salvador Allende para aclarar causa de muerte 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE 
(AP) — Los restos del presi- 
dente Salvador Allende fueron 
exhumados el lunes para de- 
terminar si se suicido, lo re- 
mataron, murio combatiendo 
o lo asesinaron los militares 
golpistas en 1973. 

La diligencia estuvo a cargo 
de un equipo intemacional de 
forenses, en presencia del juez 
de la causa y de las dos hijas 
del mandatario, que descendi- 
eron al mausoleo familiar con 
una rosa roja en las manos. 

La version oficial de los gol¬ 
pistas dice que Allende se sui¬ 
cido con un fusil AK47 que le 
regalo su amigo Fidel Castro. 
La exhumacion fue ordenada 
por el juez Mario Carroza, tras 
recibir en abril un informe del 
Servicio Medico Legal (SML) 
que establece “discordancias” 
entre el informe oficial de la 
autopsia ordenada por los gol¬ 
pistas y un analisis policial del 
cuerpo de Allende en el lugar 
de su muerte, en el palacio 
presidencial de La Moneda. 
“Para la justicia en Chile es 
una jornada historica... que 


despues de tantos anos se in- 
vestigue la muerte de un per- 
sonaje tan importante para 
Chile, America Latina y el 
mundo”, dijo el abogado ac- 
tivista de los derechos huma- 
nos Eduardo Contreras. 

El abogado fue quien presento 
la primera querella en Chile 
contra el dictador Augusto 
Pinochet por las violaciones a 
los derechos humanos durante 
su regimen (1973-1990) que 
dejo 3.065 opositores muer- 
tos. 

Apesar de las dudas y misteri- 
os sobre el deceso del manda¬ 
tario, su familia afirma que se 
suicido.

Lobo: Honduras estara muy

TEGUCIGALPA (AP) — Tras firmar el Acuerdo de Carta¬ 
gena de Indias para facilitar el retorno del derrocado Manuel 
Zelaya, el presidente Porfirio Lobo anuncio el lunes que Hon¬ 
duras se integrara muy pronto a la Organizacion de los Estados 
Americanos. 

“Hemos suscrito el Acuerdo de Cartagena para que el (Zelaya) 
pueda venir a su patria sin ningun temor, duda o reserva cuando 
asi lo considere”, dijo el gobemante por una cadena nacional de 
radio y television. 

Afirmo que Zelaya y los ex funcionarios que lo acompanaron al 
exilo, “gozaran de los derechos y garantias que otorga la Con- 
stitucion a cualquier ciudadano”. Segun los zelayistas, el grupo 
lo forman mas de 200 personas. 

“Espero que las acciones que hemos concretado marquen una 
nueva etapa en la vida politica del pais, Que los grupos que han 
estado distanciados, den vuelta a la pagina y que comencemos 
todos juntos a ver hacia el fiituro, pensando unicamente en re¬ 
solver los problemas que aquejan a nuestra agente y a nuestra 
amada nacion”, senalo el mandatario. Se ha anunciado que Ze¬ 
laya regresara a Tegucigalpa el 28 de mayo, tras 16 meses de 
permanecer exiliado en Republica Dominicana. Su retorno se 
daria antes de celebrarse la asamblea general de la OEA en El 
Salvador, prevista para el 5 y 7 de junio. 

Lobo y Zelaya (2006-2009) firmaron el domingo en el puerto 
colombiano de Cartagena de Indias un acuerdo para solucionar 
la crisis politica de Honduras. Como garantes sirvieron los pres- 
identes de Colombia, Juan Manuel Santos, y Venezuela, Hugo 
Chavez. La OEA suspendio a Honduras por el golpe de Estado 
contra Zelaya de junio de 2009.□

a hasta el final al mandatario, 
incluso despues del bombar- 
deo del palacio. 

“Lo que yo vi fue la levantada 
del cuerpo (de Allende) por el 
impacto de la metralleta, que 
era un arma de guerra, y com 
y vi que no habia nada que 
hacer”, dijo recientemente 
Guijon a la AP. 

La diligencia se prolongo por 
45 minutos hasta que el feret- 
ro de Allende — cubierto por 
una bandera chilena puesta 
por sus hijas— fue trasladado 
unos 500 metros hasta el ve- 
tusto edificio del SML. 

El medico y especialista en 
Ciencias Forenses Luis Ra- 
vanal explico a AP que tras 
comparar el informe de la 
autopsia con el de los peritos 


policiales realizado el 11 de 
septiembre de 1973 concluyo 
que “hay lesiones de distinta 
naturaleza, provocadas por ar- 
mas distintas”. 

El juez Carroza explico que las 
hijas ya entregaron muestras 
de sangre y que el primer paso 
sera la confirmacion de la 
identidad de los huesos recien 
exhumados. 

El director del SML, Patri¬ 
cio Bustos, explico que los 
forenses iniciaran el mismo 
lunes los trabajos pertinentes. 
“En paralelo nosotros real- 
izaremos la identificacion de 
identidad”, agrego. 

Preciso que tambien se ex- 
traeran muestras oseas para 
ser enviadas a un laborato¬ 


ry extranjero “de modo de 
tener a la brevedad la identi¬ 
ficacion”. Bustos dijo que du¬ 
rante esta semana los peritos 
locales y extranjeros establ- 
eceran un cronograma de tra- 
bajo “de acuerdo al estado en 
que se encuentra el presidente 
Allende”. 

“Es necesario abrir la urna, 
ver el estado de conservacion 
de las osamentas, analizar si 
se encuentran otras eviden¬ 
ces asociadas, de vestimenta, 
de tal forma de avanzar en las 
pericias”, dijo el medico. 

El juez Carroza dijo a la AP 
que espera que a fin de ano 
o comienzos del proximo se 
hayan establecido las causas 
de muerte del mandatario. □ 


Piden carcel para riqueza privada injustificada 

QUITO (AP) — El Servicio de Rentas Intemas ha preparado una propuesta de reformas legales 
para sancionar el enriquecimiento privado no justificado, con penas de prision de hasta cinco 
anos. Tales reformas son parte de los cambios que aprobaron los ecuatorianos en el referendo 
del 7 de mayo, del cual aun no hay resultados finales, aunque no hay dudas del mayoritario 
apoyo a las propuestas del presidente Rafael Correa. 

En una entrevista con el diario El Comercio el lunes, el director de la entidad tributaria Carlos 
Marx Carrasco senalo que quiere “que las sanciones sean fuertes, que incluya la carcel de hasta 
cinco anos... que el infractor devuelva todo lo que obtuvo injustificadamente y tambien que 
pague una sancion pecuniaria, por ejemplo, del doble de la infraccion”. 

Manifesto se busca “acabar con el testaferrismo, el contrabando, el narcotrafico, el coyoterismo 
(trafico de migrantes), lausura, el lavado de activos... Aquel que preste su nombre para suscribir 
escrituras, debe saber que se le va a preguntar de donde lo tiene (el dinero)”. 

En el referendo los ecuatorianos aprobaron un total de cinco preguntas que derivan en sendas 
reformas a la constitucion y otras cinco que implican reformas legales.Q 
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
